to which club the national commis­ 
sion awarded him. 
Long Fight Over Player 
Asmussen’s case has been persist­ 
ently fought through the cotnmission 
since he jumped the Eau Claire team 
of the Wisconsin-lllinois league, and 
the announcement of the final dis­ 
position of the case is 
now made 
public. 
After “skipping’* from Eau 
Claire, Asmussen was signed fry the 
Boston Americans, but Eau Claire
